Some prefer to use a nurse crop, 
some without. Good success with al­ 
falfa is generally less likely with a 
nurse crop than with one. Many con­ 
sider it better to have a nurse crop 
such as barley than to have weeds. 
lf the alfalfa is seeded with a grain 
crop, and barley is the preferable 
nurse crop. it is well to use about 
3 or 4 pecks only for seed, so that 
the alfalfa will not be shaded. 
As to the time of seeding it can­ 
not be said that there is any one 
time that it may T»e best to seed.
